Once again we are in the 
official hurricane season (June 
15 to November 15) and it is 
time to check and insure that 
your emergency communica- 
tions capabilities are fully op- 
erational. Your equipment 
should be checked, necessary 
spares should be readily avail- 
able, your emergency power 
generators tuned up and aid- 
justed to propoer output volt- 
age and frequency, and a 
supply of extra fuel containers 
are on hand. 


Past experience, in iJonna 
and the 'tornadoes at Crestview 
and Milton, have so thorcug‘hly 
‘demonstrated the desperate 
need for mobile and portable 
communications facilities at 
the scenes of disaster to :1r)- 
vide local emergency opera- 
tional services. This local em- 
ergency need far exceeds the 
requirement for long l:aul cir- 
cuits in th period immediate- 
ly following the disaster. Quite 
obviously, the longer haul cir- 
cuits are needed, but not at 
the expense of furnishing em- 
ergency circuits at the local 
level, where the real work is 
being carried out in rescue and 
damage clearance operations, 
in the movement and care of 
injured, and where in many in- 


stances there are no commu- 
nications systems left in op- 
erating condition. 

These services should be pro- 
vided on the VHF frequencies, 
where operations are not ham- 
pered by the interference pro- 
blems existing on low fre- 
queney channels. The equip- 
ment can be readily portale 
including the antennas, and 
operation at low power levels 
will meet the communications 
requirements. Increase your 
VHF operating capability to 
the greatest extent possinle 
and be ready if and when a 
call for portable and mooi'le 
communications facilities is 
made in your area. 

Add new, approved RACES 
plans in, Broward, Dixie, Mon- 
roe, and St. Lucie counties. 
Indian River, Levy, Gulf and 
Alachua counties are working 
on RACES plans. As of this 
date there are 28 counties with 
approved plans, and the State 
plan. It is hoped that there 
will be at least ten more coun- 
ties with approved plans by the 
end of 1962. 

Much activity going on in 
the Central Area in develop- 
ing 2 meter antennas, spon- 
sored by the Orlando group. 
It is a very good antenna. 
Check with them for the facts.

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HAM TV NEWS 


HAM-TV is progressing but 
somewhat slowly. K4DQO is 
in the process of building a 
scanner type camera and con- 
verting an AXT-2 TV trans- 
mitter. WA4BGL Ira is also 
building a scanner type cam- 
era and transmitter. We 
should be able to have two way 
HAM-TV QSO’s in the not to 
distant future. 


The following surplus equip- 
ment may be used to convert 
to HAM-TV _ transmitters. 
AXT-T may be converted to 
be used with the ATJ-ATK TV 
cameras, scanner or other type 
of cameras may be also used. 
The APT-5 is a radar jamming 
transmitter which covers 300 
to 1400Mec continuous tuning 
by a precision cavity using a 
3C22 lighthouse tube. Input is 
about 60 watts and output is 
from 30 to 10 watts depending 
on frequency used. This one 
has 2 931-A tube used to noise 
modulate two 829B’s thru a 
driver consisting two 5ACT’s 
one 6L6G and a protective 
6AG7 for the 829B’s. 931-A 
could be used for your scan- 
ning type camera. Looks like 
very little conversion is nec- 
essary and it is flat to about 
3 Mc fine for video. I plan to 
try one out and will advise 
thru this column how it works 
out. Most of these can be AM 
modulated as well. 


Another is the ART-26 a 
som what similar TV trans- 
mitter which can be video 
modulated and covers the 420- 
450 Me band. Still another is 
the BC-645 which can be con- 
verted to the HAM-TV band. 
It is a selfexcited modulated 
oscillator with a possible top 
of 8 watts output. This unit 
also has a receiver and can 
be used for AM as well. 


You can of course build your 
own transmitter using the fol- 
lowing tubes depending on 
what power you desire. The 
6J6, 12AT7, RK34, 832A, 829B, 
8020 and others. The RK34 
may be used either singly or 
pushpull. After we get our 
high power transmitters com- 
plete we will set up a sched- 
ule probably Saturday and 
Sundays, pointing the beam 
NSEW for about 15 minutes 
in each direction to allow inter- 
ested hams to check their con- 
verters or for two way QSO’s. 
More on this later.

A SALUTE TO BC 


I remember well, the first 
day broadcasting c a me to 
town. It was in the days when 
a nickle in the church platter 
was considered apropos for a 
young man of my age. When 
‘a dime for an “Eskimo-Pie” 
(ice-cream sandwich) was con- 
sidered extravigant, and “Hot- 
Daug” was something you said 
and not something you eat. 


It must have been in the 
early fall of 1922, for Fred 
(a ham friend) and I were 
going to the down-town high 
school, near the down-town 
city park. Near by was the 
First Baptist Church on Park 
Street, with it’s tall spire type 
steeple. Small wonder since 
this was the tallest structure 
in town, that this same stee- 
ple would hold up the end of 
ithe ‘first broadcast areial’ in 
this area. 


The complete station was 
housed in the open truck bed 
of a Model T Ford. parked 
near the only fire hydrant for 
blocks, and across the street 
from the First Baptist Church. 
The antenna, of course was 
the main attraction. It left 
‘the truck at a steep angle and 
shot sky-ward to the top of 
the church steeple across the 
street. Old timers might re- 
call this antenna being an end- 
fire open-cage. Why “open” 
I will never understand, for 
it WAS a closed hoop nearly 
five feet in diameter. Must 
have been twelve wires all 
braided together at the send- 
ing end. The ground lead had 
an equal number of heavy 
wires, braided, and going to 
ground clamps on the polished 
brass portions of the fire hy- 
drant. 


What we didn’t know about 
theory, we made up by “brute- 
force” and multi-heavy connec- 
tions. The transmitter was an 
open mounted ‘“‘truck-bed type” 
for it was spread out all over 
the floor of the truck. Two 
UV-204 RCA quarter KW 
tubes mounted horizontal gra- 
ced the center of the rats- 
nest Hartley Oscillator which 
was modulated by another pair 
of these old time jugs. Don’t 
remember the speech ampli- 
fier very much but it was 
“bread-board mounted” like all 
the rest of the gear. 


I did’nt forget the operators 
name though, and after these 
many years. It might surprize 
H. G. Mathews, 9ZN of Chica- 
go, better known as “Matty” 
of the Zenith Corporation, la- 


ter to be Chief Engineer, and 
still later to be the President. 
For many years the trade 
mark was known as “Z-Nith’’, 
no doubt taken from the ham 
eall “9ZN”. 


We learned a lot from 
“Matty’s” visit to the old home 
town. We learned from Matty 


, that the antenna ammeter re- 


gistered only “antenna cur- 
rent” and had nothing to do 
with “radiation current’, an 
erroneous expression we had 
all gotten into the habit of 
saying. We learned what a 


“Hiesing Modulator” looked 
like, how an “8KG” speech 
amplifier was built. Remem- 


ber, up to this time, the UV- 
202 was the largest tube we 
had ever seen. Most of us 
were still using spark. The 
only “Fone” in town used 
“Loop Absorbtion Modulation”. 


Matty was only in town two 
or three days but we spent 
most of this time on his tail 
asking foolish questions and 
stairing wild eyed at his an- 
swers. We almost got bit by 
the “broadcast bug’, wound up 
studying hard for a commer- 
cial license and even got a 
“Telephone Endorsement” on 
it. 


The “Telegraph itch” had 
set in too deep. Though we 
had gone to work for a small 
electrical company who was 
about to put their own broad- 
cast station, we still had our 
sights set on Commercial Ra- 
dio and started on a wonder 
lust of travels. Though we 
acquired the much coveted 
“Radio Telephone First’? and 
had several chances to enter 
the “broadcast game” through 
out the years, for some reason 
the desire never developed. 
Like the fellow who could’nt 
see the forest for the trees, 
broadcasting has through out 
the years been slow to adopt 
new circuit ideas and have 
been content as a rule to use 
the same old rig that has serv- 
ed so faithfully untill the ve- 
ry tubes are obsolete. 


And so to you Broadcast 
Operators, I nominate you the 
hero of the year. Your faith- 
fullness to duty, in face of 
storm or war, you have stayed 


on the job to give us the 
news, relaxing entertainmen@ | 
when needed most, the time-™ 


o’day so to speak. I salute 
you with a slight tear in my 
eye, a job well done OM!

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50 YEARS OF PROGRESS 


August 13th 1962 marks the 
golden anniversary of Ama- 
teur Radio. Prior to 1912 no 


Ore: required, nor was 


there any control of Amateur 
activity. Amateurs often times 
interfered with coastal sta- 
tions, both military and com- 
mercial. Lots of early experi- 
menters started out with spark 
induction coils, a _ telegraph 
key, and some No. 6 Columbia 


Dry-Cells. The Spark Gap was. 


generally home made, consist- 
ing of two short zine rods 
mounted in binding-posts on 
an insulating base. The anten- 
na was the most elaborate part 
of the station, we called it the 
“Marconi Aerial” (where this 
new fanagled word “antenna”’ 
came from I do not know). 


It never occurred to me that 
you should tune the antenna. 
After all, with a spark nearly 
1” long in open air, did’nt want 
to burn out anyones. ear- 
drums! After teaching myself 
the Morse Code (approx 5 
WPM) on just such a rig, run 
into a fellow who advised me 
that I had learned the wrong 
code! It was about this time 
that I decided it was time to 
build a receiver. My first re- 
ceiving apparatus was a sin- 
gle 75 ohm headset, complete 
with single head band. I wound 
my first coil on a two-inch 
form with No. 18 double cot- 
ton covered bell wire. I wor- 
ried for weeks for fear the 
diameter was too small, and 
the wire too large. After rig- 
ging up a slider mechanism, I 
labored for hours grinding 
through the two layers of cot- 
ton insulation, shellac harden- 
ed, in order to make contact 
with the copper turns of the 
tuning coil. 


My first tests with the re- 
ceiving apparatus revealed 
that the tuning coil only killed 
the few weak signals I was 
able to hear! What I was ac- 
tually hearing was a swing- 
ing and sputtering arc light 
in the next block. It finally 
occurred to me that my “de- 
tector” was at fault. At times 
I was not even able to hear 
my own spark “signal”. If 
you think all this was a com- 
edy of errors, remember there 
were no text books on the sub- 
ject, in the early days. My 


9: real contact with an “ex- 


pert” on the subject was the 
towns “Magician” who put on 
several magic demonstrations 
and let me in on just enough 
to whet my appetite. Appar- 
ently he had no trouble with 


e 


his “detector” because he ne- 
ver did go into much detail on 
it or I was too thick to um 
derstand. 


After weeks of repeated 
failures trying to make a co- 
herer work, I stumbled onto 
the Polsen tikker idea. This 
was a Knap electric motor 
with an iron pulley. Two pho- 
sphor-bronze contact spring's 
were rigged to ride in the 
groove of the rotating pulley. 
This created a constant “loose 
connection” sortoflike 
“scratch - modulation”. Today 
you might call this ‘“non- 
linear detection. Later, used 
a carbon michrophone for a 
detector with even greater 
success. Used pencil leads 
resting on razor blades many 
years before I shaved, and 
copied many a signal on this 
type of detector before I even 
heard of galena, silican, or 
carabarundum. “Dead” dr y- 
cells still make fair detectors. 


In the early days, before 
licensing, the operators “sign” 
or initials was borrowed from 
the morse line operator and 
used as the station call letters. 
I used “ED” because it sound- 
ed short and snappy. Morse 
was quite popular and it is 
a mystery to me how Contin- 
ental gained such a foot hold 
as to take over. Morse tradi- 
tion played an important part 
in Ham Radio in the early 
days. This is where we get 
CW nee oe CO Oma CM TOO Sy 
of the Phillips code abrevia- 
tions. The stereotyped “ur cw 
sigs hr in Poodunk’”’ 
has been with us from the 
first. 

If we changed our sytle, the 
other fellow was sure to miss 
our copy. What with heavy at- 
mospherics above 200 meters, 
broad spark signals, poor dec- 
tors, this was often the only 
information received correctly. 
QSL cards came later when it

was felt that some excuse was 
needed to confirm a butchered 
up contact. The first confir- 
mation on record was.a car- 
toon on a postal card deplict- 
ing an alley cat on the back 
door step of the shack, howl- 
ing at the moon. The caption 
under the cartoon went some- 
thing like this, “Ur sigs fb 
es QSA hr wid a howl on se- 
cond step”. Meaning of course 
that his second step of audio 
amplification had a bad fringe 
howl. 


All calls prior to 1925 were 
two-letter calls in the fourth 
district. I am quite sure the 
“A”,s were depleted in 1915. 
After WW-1 there many re- 
assignments and a few “B”,s 
handed out. By 1922 they are 
down to the “J”,s and by 1925 
they are down to the “W’”,s 
with oN beye2 and “Z” re. 
served for special licenses. 
The first three letter call was 
ANKF (Winter Park, 1925), 
the next three-letter calls were 
portable calls 4PAA to 4PAZ 
issued first in 1926. About 
this time the “W” was added 
to all existing calls, making 
the newly issued 4AAA call, 
“WAAAA”, 


With the advent of Radio 
Broadcasting in 1921 and the 
government assignment of 360 
meters to this service, plus 
authorization to shift to 425 
meters for weather, ball scores, 
farm reports etc., the amateur 
was forced to move to “200” 
meters. Though my license 
stated “200 meters”, I opera- 
ted from 220 to 200 and lower 
as did many others. “X” calls 
were issued to experimental 
stations to improve the “art”, 
most of them turned out to be 
broadcast stations in disguise. 
Some special “Y” calls were 
issued to schools which allow- 
ed a few to demojnstrate the 
are transmitter legaly. The 
“7” call allowed the station

Oth- 
er .wavelengths issued were,

The trend is 
towards the shorter wave- 
lengths. Life is becoming a 
lot more complicated, but I 
would not want to return and 
Tll bet even you would not 
have the patience to put up 
with the efforts for so little 
reward of the old days!

Dx-pedition wise I haven’t 
been able to get much written 
except for DX Magazine. I 
have sent them some pictures 
as well. We added another 
member at San Andres!!! A 
professional photographer and 
welcome he was inasmuch as 
he pitched right in with the 
physical labors involved in ad- 
dition to taking over 1000 pic- 
tures! 


We left Miami a day earlier 
then expected leaving at 6 a. 
m. Tuesday morning with 
Herman HKIQQ at the con- 
trols . . Arrived San Andres 
about noon after a stop at 
Montego Bay for refueling 
(plane and us too!) Left San 
Andres at 6 a. m. Wednesday 
morning and arrived B a jo 
Nuevo Friday and started set- 
ting up about noon. Took us 
until nearly 6:30 p. m. because 
of difficulties in getting the 
proper cartons off the ship in 
the necessary order . .but we 
did get both stations on after 
a lot of work . . beams up, 
etc., and away we went for 
about 6000 QSO’s in 73 hours. 


Tore it all down and left 
for Serrana on Monday after- 
nono about 5 p.m. after 
catching a 135 lb. shark!

SCM CORNER 


I would like to use this col- 
umn at this time in an at- 
tempt to clarify some miscon- 
ceptions regarding various ap- 
pointments made available by 
ARRL to those who qualify. 
I hope that all concerned will 
take this as constructive cri- 
ticism and a sincere effort to 
be of some assistance. 


It seems as though a large 
number of appointees either 
do not read the qualifications 
of the appointment in which 
they are interested or simply 
forget about it sooner or la- 
ter after receiving the appoint- 
ment. Since this IS a hobby 
this office has assumed that 
considerable laxity is in order 
on all appointments except 
those which MUST be consid- 
ered of major importance to 
our effort in maintaining a 
high standard of service to 
the amateur and where we are 
limited in the number used. 
Official Observer and Official 
Bulletin Stations fall into this 
category. 


The task of maintaining so 
closely as possible those stan- 
dards of qualification and per- 
formance desired by ARRL is 
made more difficult because of 
differences in interpretation or 
implementation between vari- 
ous SCMs who are charged 
with this responsibility. For 
the most part the rules laid 
down are pretty conclusive and 
leave little room for deviation 
although admittedly in a few 
instances the SCM must draw 
his own conclusions. This of- 
fice has constantly strived to 
maintain a level of qualifica- 
tion and performance that will 
permit an appointee to feel 
that he has something in his 
appointment that has mean- 
ing, something that is not just 
a piece of pretty colored pa- 
per to cover the holes in his 
shack wall, something to which 
he can point with pride. I be- 
lieve that I have been fairly 
suecessful in doing this. 


Official Observers should 
realize that not only must 
they be qualified to obtain the 
appointment but that they 
should maintain this standard 
of qualification and constant- 
ly prove their usefulness 
through the media of their 
monthly reports. Many OOs 
believe that the time spent 
monitering is conclusive evi- 
dence of sufficient effort. A 
little serious thought should 
soon dispel this. An OO who 
spends a comparatively small 
amount of time listening and 


making observations is much 
more valuable than the OO 
who spents much time at the 
receiver but who does not 
find and send notices on vio- 
lations in the number consist- 
et with the amount of time 
put forth. This can only mean 
one thing - lack of complete 
familiarization with the vari- 
ous types of violations to look 
for. This office is in a good 
position. to judge fairly well 
what results should be expec- 
ted from an OO - even one 
that spends a comparatively 
small amount of time “behind 
the wheel” so to speak. If OOs 
are really interested in achie- 
ving better results I would 
suggest that letters of inquiry 
addressed to such excellent 
OOs as K4YSP and W4WVL 
be expedited. I am sure that 
these fine gentlemen would be 
only too happy to describe the 
methods that they use in get- 
ting the results that they do. 
To show that operating time 
is not as important as is gen- 
erally thought, one of these 
gentlemen works for a living 
while the other is retired. Help 
me to make our OO organiza- 
tion one of the most effective 
in ARRL. 


Much of the above, in gen- 
eral, applies to all other ap- 
pointments. OB S._ stations, 
when they accept an appoint- 
ment, submit a schedule of op- 
eration and signify that they 
are prepared to maintain these 
sche d ul e s of transmission 
faithfully wherever possible. 
There are, however, extenua- 
ting circumstances that effect 
practically every endeaver and 
these are taken into consider- 
ation. There have been many 
cases where Official Experi- 
mental Station appointments 
have been made followed by— 
nothing - not even a letter of 
explanation. The requirements 
for this appointment are plain- 
ly written even on the appli- 
cation form and the appointee, 
when he signs this form agrees 
to abide by them. Failure to 
report for a consecutive three 
months period will result in 
cancellation on the basis that 
the party is no longer inter- 
ested unless other reasons are 
given. 


The ORS and OPS appoint- 
ments are the ones in partic- 
ular where the SCM must ap- 
ply a minimum figure to the 
qualification criteria in the re- 
gion of the amount of traffic 
handled. I have been a little 
apprehensive about the figure 
that I have applied as a mini- 


mum, not because it was too 
high but because it might be 
so low as to take away some 
of the value of this appoint- 
ment. A lengthy study of ge- 
neral traffic reports received 
over a period of several months 
has indicated that a rough 
minimum of twenty messag‘es 
per month seems fair to the 
largest number of amateur 
traffic handlers - at least the 
complaints received have been 
limited to two in the past year. 
Once again, it isn’t only the 
initial qualification th at 
counts. Continued effort at 
the same or higher level is 
necessary to retain appoint- 
ment. This acts to protect the 
value of these appointments. 


Regular reporting as set 
forth -in available descriptive 
literature is essential to re- 
tention of appointments. Even 
in the case of “nothing to re- 
port”, a negative report indi- 
cates to me that you are still 
interested and intend to pick 
up again in a short while. On 
my file cards, no reports ei- 
ther positive or negative, sim- 
ply shows a goose egg and a 
series of 'three of these in nor- 
mal circumstances means the 
orange cancellation card must 
go forward to ARRL Hars. 


I would like to ask that 
all present and prospective ap- 
pointees please read carefully 
and digest the full meaning 
of the requiremenitts of the ap- 
pointment that they now hold 
or desire in the future. If any 
feel that they honestly can- 
not meet ‘these requiremnts 
please so indicate to me. There 
is no stigma attached to can- 
cellation of an appointment 
because of more important 
things. THIS IS A HOBBY 
AND SHOULD NOT BE PER- 
MITTED TO INTERFERE 
WITH THE PROCESS OF 
LIVING AND ONES DUTY 
TO HIS FELLOW MAN. 


If those now holding ap- 
pointments will do their little 
bit in helping to keep our pre- 
sent standards you may be 
sure that I will do my part 
and more at this end.

AMATEUR APATHY 


There are many things to 
be said about Amateur Radio 
and an equally good number 
of fine things which could be 
said about those who pursue 
this great hobby.

40 years ago! 


PART VII- 
THE TEST NIGHTS 


It was wonderful to sit in 
on the tests. Goodness knows 
how many transcontinental re- 
cords were broken, for an am- 
ateur never misses the oppor- 
tunity to listen for fellows on 
the other side of the country 
when he knows they are send- 
ing on schedule. During the 
free-for-alls one could hear 
district after district start up, 
as regular as clock work. First 
the air would be full of 2’s 
then it would change to 3’s, 
and as the last 3-station shut 
down he would wind up with 
“Go ahead 4’s, give her juice!” 


Those were wild nights in 
Hartford. A little group of us 
were on the job every night 
at the Traffic Managers (Sch- 
nell) static room, waiting on 
a long-wave set for MUU 
(Wales) to send the nightly 
report. The air was so thick 
with tobacco smoke that it was 
hard to see how a signal could 
get into the room, but WII 
with his tape transmitter could 
be heard tearing along in the 
background, and regularly at 
2 o’clock he would slow down 
and say, “Give me Godley 
message’. And then with much 
tention, with what wobbly 
hands, and stifled breathing 
we listened as MUU started 
his hand-sent report. Here she 
comes fellows! Will there be 
call letters? Who has been 
heard? That was the absorb- 
ing question! Later in the 
tests we got so that we knew 
that a check of 17 or some 
such number probably meant 
nothing but a report of wea- 
ther conditions but you should 
have seen us when the bigg 
message came through with a 
check of 94. Oh, Boy that 
meant SIGNALS! And there 
were eighteen of ‘em! And of 
course the same scene was be- 
ing enacted in countless radio 
shack all over the country. 


About 2:05 the telephone 
line would be getting hot and 
what with press reports, tele- 
grams to file, countless long- 
distanee calls from everywhere 
there was no use going to bed. 
The newspapers are wild for 
radio dope these days and our 
A.R.R.L. got lots of publicity 
and Amateur Radio a big 
boost up the ladder from these 
tests. 


Paul Godley returned to 
America on the “Olympic” on 
Dee 28th (1922) a conquering 
hero! He was met at the pier 
by many of those who saw 
him off and an informal lun- 
cheon was given in his honor 
at the Hotel Pennsylvania. 
The faith that his friends put 
in him had been more than 
justified. His niche in the Hall 
of Fame is secure forever. 
With deepest gratitude we ac- 
knowledge our binding indeb- 
tedness to Mr. Godley, for the 
personal sacrifices he made 
to aet as the representative 
of American amateurs over- 
seas; for suffering he went 
thru in their name; for the 
wonderfully successful job he 
did in spite of difficulties. And 
our congratulations, Paul — 
long may you radiate! 


Our deep thanks are also 
due to Mr. Coursey for the 
admirable way in which he 
organized the British end; to 
Mr. Coursey and numerous 
British radio men for the 
courtesies shown Mr. Godley; 
to the British listeners, one 
and all, for the interest that 
made the tests possible; to our 
Secretaries of State and Com- 
merce for their kind co-opera- 
tion in getting Mr. Godley 
thru the miles of red tape; to 
British post-office authorities 
for the permits so graciously 
eranted; to the commercial 
companies on both sides of the 
water, Radio Corporation men 
in general, and in particular 
to Traffic Manager W. A. 
Winterbottom of the Radio 
Corp. and Mr. Henry W. Al- 
len, joint general manager of 
Marconi’s Ltd., for the co-op- 
eration that made the special 
MUU and WII broadcasting 
arrangements possible, and to 
the Canadian and American 
amateurs themselves for their 
good sporting spirit-and our 
congratulations to the success- 
full ones! All share in writing 
a glorious page in the history 
of Amateur Radio!

These record- 
ings will help bureau scient- 
ists to analyse the pattern of 
airflow near the center of Hur- 
ricanes, where they suspect 
there may be tornado-like cir- 
culations. Another of the ob- 
jectives of this year’s research 
program is to obtain more in- 
formation on Hurricanes’ spir- 
al rainbounds in which torna- 
dos often form. Data, along 
with instrument factors taken 
from aircraft, will be proces- 
sed by a new highspeed com- 
puter recently installed at the 
Weather Bureau in Miami. 
With the help of this new gad- 
get project meteorologists are 
now concentrating on the de- 
velopment of numerical met- 
hods for predicting MHurri- 
canes. 

Seeding with silver iodine 
will again be tried this year. 
In 1961 many cubic miles of 
Esther’s water cloud was turn- 
ed toice by this method. If the 
results are similar this year, 
then a Hurricane will be seed- 
ed many times in one day, 
which should have a greater 
effect upon the storm - that 
is if it doesn’t break it up in- 
to several storms which would 
be just ducky. In this age of 
Satellites, which are becoming 
as common as toy ballons at 
a county fair, it is nice to 
know that Tiros will be there 
transmitting the cloud photos 
that should be even better cor- 
related for warning this year.

To clarify some existing 
confusion relative to the use 
of punctuation in messages or- 
iginated and transmitted by 
MARS stations the following 
quotes from SIG 439 dash 2 
and AFM 100 dash 15 are re- 
stated herein for guidance pd 
Punctuation swmbols will not 
be used in the preparation and 
transmission of a MARS mes- 
sage pd. 


When it is necessary to use 
punctuation it will be written 
out or abbreviated as listed in 
the publications indicated 
above pd. The only repeat on- 
ly exception is when the slant 
bar is used in connection with 
the transmission of call signs 
pd. 


When transmitted in CW op- 
erations the equivalent tele- 
graphic symbol for slant bar 
may be used pd. In voice op- 
erations the slant bar symbol 
will be transmitted as quote 
slant unquote The letter xray 
used in lieu of punctuation may 
appear in messages originated 
by other military and nonmili- 
tary activities for relay over 
MARS nets but it will not be 
used by originators of MARS 
messages pd. Deviations from 
these procedures are not au- 
thorized.

Editor, Florida Skip: 


The Petition submitted to 
ARRL by tthe Miami Springs 
Radio Club regarding Field 
Day participation is an insult 
to Amateur Radio and the 
many thousands of Radio 
Amateurs who work long and 
hard to conduct an Emergency 
Operation. 

It completely misses the in- 
tent of Field Day, which is to 
get out and conduct a 24 hour 
operation under simulated em- 
ergency conditions. The contest 
part of Field Day is simyiy 
to make it a little bit more 
interesting. When it becomes 
the objective of a club to place 
the winning of a contest ahead 
of being fully capable of pro- 
viding emergency communica- 
tions then ithe Field Day con- 
cept has been lost. 

At the national level there 
are no prizes, just a listing 
of the report participants, 
who have had an enjovabie 
time, working, getting sun- 
burned to a crisp or rained on 
till soaked; had a big chow 
and were never more tired in 
their life when it was fin- 
ished; but who feel they have 
proven ‘to their own satisfac- 
tion that they can operate 
under emergency conditions. 
This is Field Day — not the 
number of points — or getting 
a prize — or doubting and 
accusing others of cheating. 

The Amateur Code sets forth 
thet the Amateur is gentle- 
manly. This petition is not 
presented in that manner. The 
petition also misses the point 
in amateur regulations wherein 
it is stated “the minimum 
power necessary to conduct 
communications will be used.” 
To rate all transmitters at the 
maximum power input, is not 
allowing the amateur to use 
his ingenuity in operating the 
equipment at low power levels, 


and in accordance with the 
Amateur Regulations quoted 
above. 


Why after so many years 
of Field Day operatoins is it 
deemed essential that changes 
be made in the rules to “eli- 
minate doubts” regarding 
scores, and do they really be- 
lieve 'that changing rules would 
eliminate the purported inac- 
curate reporting they say is 
taking place? 

It is suggested that more 
perserverance and hard work 
sticking with the bands every 
minute of the Field Day per- 
iod is the finest way in the 
world to obtain a high score.

1912-1962 


Seeing the latest call book 
or 1962 prompted us to “Take 
a Census of the 1962 Licensed 
Radio Amateurs of Florida.” 
Before giving you this infor- 
mation, thought it would be 
more interesting if we pre- 
paired a ten year successive 
Census based on available re- 
cords, such as the first issue 
of QST, and early issues of 
the call book for the years, 
1922, 1942, 1941-2, and 1952. 


Starting 50 years ago Au- 
gust 13th 1912) with the first 
Radio Act to License Radio 
Amateurs we are unable to 
find any record of the “First” 
radio amateur, of Florida. 
From 1915 records it may be 
either 4AC, 4AEH, 4AF, 4AH, 
4AJ, 4A0O, 4AT, 4AW, or 4AZ, 
or who? 


By 1922 our census grew to 
73, Jacksonville leading with 
26, Miami 15, Tampa 9, Key 
West 4, West Palm Beach 4, 
Gainesville 2, St. Pete 2, and 
one each in Ft. Lauderdale, 
Pensacola, Ocala, Homestead, 
Boca Raton, Orlando, Winter 
Park, and Vero. At least 15 
are still licensed, after 40

In 1982 our count shows 384 
hams in Florida, Greater Mia- 
mi leading with 63, Jackson- 
ville 56, Tampa 33, St. Pete 
21, Pensacola 19, Gainesville 
12, West Palm Beach 11, and 
the rest scattered all over the 
state. All two-letter calls us- 
ed up and starting on the tri- 
ple “B” ys.

FCC DENIES TECHS 


The Commission this week 
denied two petitions sumitted 
by individual amateurs for 
changes in our rules. 


One was the request of W8- 
ESZ to permit Technician op- 
eration in the ten-meter band. 
FCC said the proposal does 
not fit the v.hf.-experimental 
concept of the Technician 
Class license. 


The second denial was of a 
somewhat involved request 
from K1CCL which also asked 
the above change but in addi- 
tion proposed reinstatement of 
the Advanced Class _ license 
with amateur privileges only 
between 1.8 and 148 Mc.; re- 
duced privileges for General 
and Conditional Class license- 
es; and a new examination in 
microwave technique as a re- 
quisite to operation above 220 
Me. FCC’s action was based 
largely on the fact that this 
would necessitate a roll-back 
of present operating privil- 
eges for the amateur classes 
mentioned.
